Auditor's  Report 


FOR  YEAR  ENDING  FER'Y.  20,  1040 

To  the  Councillors  of 
Town  of  Caribou,  Maine 

Since  assisting  in  the  preparation  of  your  last  annual 
report,  I  have  completed  the  audit  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
Feb'y.  20.  1940  as  required  by  Chapter  216  of  the  public  laws 
of  the  State  of  Maine  of  1937. 

The  records  of  all  departments  have  been  well  kept,  due 
care  and  consideration  in  recording  all  transactions  has  been 
apparently  exercised,  by  the  various  officials  and  employees 
in  order  to  make  them  complete. 

I  have  examined  all  of  the  713  warrants  issued  during 
the  year,  and  find  them  to  have  been  officially  authorized, 
bearing  the  signatures  of  at  least  two  of  the  Selectmen  and 
in  most  cases  all  of  them  or  two  of  the  board  and  the  Town 
Manager. 

All  disbursements  have  been  made  by  check  except  the 
road  payrolls  which  are  paid  in  currency  put  up  in  envelopes. 
In  this  case  the  payroll  is  signed  by  the  payee  when  he  receives 
his  money.  These  payrolls  have  been  examined  by  me  and 
all  appear  to  be  in  order. 

The  balance  sheet,  summary  of  accounts,  and  debt  analy- 
sis as  appear  on  pages  9,  10,  and  11  of  your  annual  report  are 
all  true  copies  of  the  books,  and  in  my  opinion,  after  exam- 
ining them  in  detail,  I  believe  to  be  correct. 

As  recommended  in  my  report  a  year  ago,  the  Managers 
of  the  Cary  Memorial  Hospital  fund  have  set  up  their  records 
of  income  from  interest  and  rents  on  the  accrual  basis  show- 
ing the  income  earned  from  the  fund  rather  than  income  re- 
ceived. They  also  have  accounts  receivable  showing  the  bal- 
ance of  earned  income  due. 

You  have  all  good  reasons  to  be  justly  proud  of  your 
fine  new  Municipal  Building,  housing  the  Fire,  Police,  and 
Welfare  Departments  as  well  as  the  Town  Offices  with  ample 
room  for  many  years  expansion.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Caribou 
I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  activities  of  th« 
town  for  the  first  year  under  the  Councillor-Manager  form  of  gov- 
ernment: 

WORKS  PROJECTS  ADMINISTRATION 

BOWLES  AND  MADAWASKA  ROAD 

Grading,  drainage,  and  base  was  completed  on  this  road  to 
the  Connor  town  line  and  all  but  one  mile  surfaced  and  tarred. 

The  State  Aid  fund  was  used  to  help  sponsor  the  project  and 
if  the  1941  State  Aid  is  expended  on  this  road,  it  will  be  completed 
With  the  exception  of  a  short  section  at  the  Madawaska  Bridge. 
This  i3  one  of  the  best  constructed  State  Aid  Highways  in  Caribou 
and  comprises  five  miles. 

AIRPORT 

Federal  regulations  required  that  after  November  15th,  all 
work  should  be  on  National  Defense  Projects  and  the  crew  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Airport. 

A  project  had  been  approved  for  development  of  the  east- 
west  runway  consisting  of  grading,  drainage,  paving,  etc.  Good 
progress  has  been  made  during  the  winter  and  it  should  be  com- 
pleted ty  July  1st.  Present  plans  will  afford  a  runway  3,200  ft. 
long  and  500  ft.  wide  with  150  ft.  paved  strip. 

We  are  assured  that  a  supplementary  project  to  include  a  north 
runway  3,000  ft.  long  will  be  approved  and  that  the  sponsor's  per- 
centage will  be  reduced.  It  will  be  necessary  to  acquire  land  for 
the  north  runway.  If  the  two  runways  as  now  planned  are  im- 
proved, Caribou  will  have  an  excellent  Commercial  Airport  satis- 
factory for  transport,  Air  Mail,  and  Pilot  Training. 

FLOOD  DAMAGE 

Last  April  certain  of  our  town  roads  suffered  flood  damaged 
conservatively  estimated  at  $5,000.  It  was  necessary  to  repair 
these  roads  immediately  and  we  wish  to  acknowledge  assistance 
received  in  labor  and  supervision  from  the  W.  P.  A.  in  this  work. 

TROTTING  PARK 

1'his  year  final  payment  was  made  on  the  lease-purchase  con- 
tract with  the  Aroostook  Trust  Co.  as  of  March  19,  1928  for  the 
Park,  and  the  town  received  a  deed  of  the  property. 

This  comprises  twenty-eight  acres  located  in  the  center  of  the 
village  and  on  which  the  town  has  built  an  Armory  and  a  Garage. 
The  balance  of  the  land  is  used  as  an  Athletic  Field,  Track  and 
Storage. 
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SWEDEN  ST. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Federal  Government  and  our 
local  Postmaster,  the  town  obtained  a  lease  for  sidewalk  purposes 
of  an  eight  ft.  strip  of  land  along  the  Post  Office  Lot.  This,  com- 
bined with  land  obtained  last  year  from  Mrs.  Corey,  enabled  widen- 
ing the  street  from  Record  St.  westerly  to  Grange  St. 

With  consent  of  the  abutting  owners,  the  street  was  also  wid- 
ened from  Record  St.  easterly  to  Havey's  Store  and  the  curbing  set 
back  to  the  new  line.  The  extra  width  obtained  ranges  from  two 
to  fourteen  feet  and  although  it  is  not  as  ultimately  planned,  it 
does  give  considerable  added  width  for  immediate  use. 

CHARITY 

Town  Charity  and  Work  Relief  the  past  year  has  been  approx- 
imately $7,000  less  than  the  previous  year  taking  into  considera- 
tion the  State  Emergency  Aid  received  in  1939. 

Many  new  cases  of  unemployment  resulted  from  labor  turned 
away  from  the  farms  and  potato  houses  last  fall  but  National  De- 
fense work  outside  the  State  has  drawn  a  part  of  the  surplus  and 
the  added  opportunity  for  work  on  W.  P.  A.  at  the  Airport  has 
taken  care  of  the  situation. 

— o — 

Tax  Collections  have  fallen  below  the  record  of  the  past  five 
years  due  largely  to  low  potato  prices.  This  causes  a  rather  poor 
financial  showing  but  we  believe  the  tax  payers  realize  the  import- 
ance of  maintaining  the  town's  credit  standing  and  will  continue 
to  do  their  utmost  to  pay  delinquent  taxes  as  soon  as  possible.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Caribou,  Me. 

The  following  cases  of  contagious  diseases  have  been  report- 
ed to  me  by  the  local  and  out  of  town  physicians  for  the  year 
ending  Feb.  20,  1941. 


As  will  be  seen  the  only  trouble  we  had  with  contagious  dis- 
eases were  scarlet  fever  and  influenza.  If  we  had  counted  every 
heavy  cold  as  influenza,  during  our  so  called  epidemic,  the  num- 
ber would  have  been  much  larger.  Undoubtedly  some  cases  of 
real  flu  were  not  reported  while  on  the  other  hand,  some  house- 
holders probably  reported  cases  as  flu  when  they  were  simply  heavy 
colds.  Nevertheless  I  trust  that  the  householders  will  continue  to 
report  all  cases  when  they  do  not  call  a  physician.  That  is  the  only 
way  that  we  can  keep  any  check  on  diseases  that  are  going  around. 

Over  five  hundred  children  and  adults  were  vaccinated  against 
small  pox  last  spring  and  free  vaccination  will  again  be  offered 
this  year  as  is  required  by  State  Law. 

The  routine  health  work  has  been  carried  on  as  usual.  The 
Town  drinking  water  has  been  tested  every  other  day  and  some  of 
the  Town  wells  have  been  tested  for  bacterial  infection. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  Mr.  Hardison,  the  Town  Council,  the 
local  physicians  and  the  Town  people  for  their  kind  cooperation.

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Report  of  Supt.  of  Schools 

To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Caribou; 

It  is  again  my  duty  and  pleasure  to  submit,  for  consideration, 
a  concise  fiscal  report  for  the  year  1940-41  on  the  operation  of 
Caribou  Public  School.  This  report  is  in  the  interest  of  economy, 
made  in  detail  only  as  to  receipts;  the  expenditure  items  are  shown 
in  totals  only. 

The  members  of  the  budget  committee  however  have  had 
for  their  consideration  an  itemized  expansion  of  this  report  to  ex- 
amine during  their  deliberations  in  preparation  of  the  general  town 
budget  recommendations. 

It  Will  be  noted  that  all  schools  bills  were  paid  prior  to  Feb- 
ruary 20,  19  41  for  the  fiscal  year,  and  that  the  expenditure  was 
but  a  small  amount  over  the  available  credits.  Except  for  un- 
usual and  expensive  repairs  on  oiie  of  the  steam  boilers  at  the  high 
school,  there  Would  have  been  a  small  balance  unexpended  in  the 
School  account. 

The  last  page'  of  the  school  fiscal  report  Is  the  budget  pre- 
pared for  school  operation  during  1941^42.  This  budget  has  been 
carefully  checked  and  approved  by  the  superintending  school  com- 
mittee. In  total  the  amount  asked  for  is  a  little  more  than  was  ap- 
propriated for  1940-41.  This  does  not  mean  that  aily  expansion  of 
educational  program  is  contemplated,  but  that  there  are  a  few 
items  over  which  school  authorities  have  no  control;  and  to  main- 
tain the  same  program  carried  out  during  1940-41,  some  additional- 
funds  must  be  available. 

The  following  are  the  items  that  account  for  the  increase, 
Our  state  monev  has  been  gradually  decreased  over  a  period  of 
years,  and  the  Same  reduction  as  during  19  40-41  would  be  around 
I $8  50.00)  Eight  hundred  fifty  dollars.  To  give  the  usual  increment 
of  salary  increase  to  those  teachers  who  are  on  Or  hear  the  mini- 
mum salary,  (approximately  ($340.00)  three  hundred  forty  dol- 
lars will  be  needed.  To  carry  out  a  full  year  of  our  full  time 
physical  education  program  will  require  an  extra  ($300.00  )  three 
hundred  dollars.  Increase  in  fuel  cost  due  to  rise  in  price  of 
wood  and  coal  ($400.00)  four  hundred  dollars.  And  although 
we  realize  that  the  cost  of  repair  materials  and  all  supply  and  book 
items  is  on  the  upgrade,  we  have  not  made  any  addition  to  the 
budget  for  these  items*. 
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We  have  a  number  of  new  teachers  in  both  the  elementary 
and  secondary  departments  of  the  school  system  this  year.  And 
their  interest  and  cooperative  attitude  toward  their  work  is  very 
satisfactory.  With  the  experience  of  the  present  year  their  real 
worth  in  the  classroom  will  be  greatly  increased. 

Throughout  the  system  and  particularly  in  the  high  school 
an  effort  has  been  made  to  build  up  a  practical  guidance  program, 
as  a  part  of  the  classroom  activity.  Some  real  progress  has  been 
made  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  program  will  be  greatly  ex- 
panded in  the  next  few  years. 

The  high  school  feels  keenly  the  loss  resulting  from  Lieut. 
Philip  Miller  s  entrance  into  the  military,  service,  and  look  for- 
ward to  the  time  when  he  may  again  be  back  in  the  school.  The 
Selective  Service  Act  has  to  date  drawn  three  other  members  of 
our  elementary  faculty,  but  their  call  has  been  deferred  till  after 
July  1st  IS 41. 

During  the  past  summer  and  fall  the  school  department  has 
cooperated  with  the  Caribou  Chamber  of  Commerce,  by  conduct- 
ing two  ground  school  programs,  under  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Au- 
thority, which  resulted  in  the  selection  of  fifteen  candidates  in  all, 
who  are  receiving  initial  flight  training  at  the  Caribou  Airport. 
It  is  expected  tOiat  another  may  be  started  in  the  near  future. 

We  are  also  carrying  on  at  the  present  time  four  courses 
financed  by  the  Federal  Government  for  "Out  of  School  Rural 
Youth",  Ages  18-24.  These  as  shop  courses,  taught  by  local  crafts- 
men and  supervised  by  the  vocational  agricultural  department  of 
the  high  school.  The  equipment,  instructors'  pay,  and  supplies 
for  these  shop  courses  are  all  paid  by  a  special  federal  fund. 

We  recently  received  notification  of  another  allotment  of 
($36,000.00)  thirty-six  thousand  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  equip- 
ment and  pay  for  instruction  in  Maine  vocational  schools.  And  the 
suggestion  was  made  that  Caribou  High  School  try  to  build  a 
much  needed  shop  for  heavy  wood,  metal,  and  motor  repair  work, 
and  thereby  participate  to  a  greater  extent  in  equipment  funds. 

The  local  budget  committee,  on  considering  the  project  sug- 
gested support  up  to  the  sum  of  ($1500.00)  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars, to  construct  the  shop  in  cooperation  with  N.  Y.  A.  Applica- 
tion has  already  been  made  to  the  county  N.  Y.  A.  director,  and 
has  his  approval,  also  a  request  for  additional  Federal  Funds  filed 
through  the  vocational  office  at  Orono.  If  this  proposed  project 
can  be  carried  through  to  completion,  the  school  will  have  a  most 
valuable  addition  to  its  facilities.     And  a  practical  shop  progi-am 
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can  become  a  part  of  the  curriculum  available  to  all  interested 
students,  both  in  and  beyond  the  four  years  of  high  school. 

I  feel  that  very  good  progress  has  been  made  in  all  phases 
of  the  school  work  to  date  during  the  present  school  year,  in  spite 
of  some  lost  time  on  the  part  of  many  students,  due  to  the  epi- 
demic of  influenza  in  the  fall,  and  that  there  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  the  last  half  of  the  school  year  will  produce  even 
better  results. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Super- 
intending School  Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  assist- 
ance, and  the  citizens  of  Caribou  for  generous  attitude  and  cooper- 
ative spirit,  which  is  so  important  in  carrying  out  a  public  edu- 
cational program.
